AN ENERGETIC TRAVELLER. 


R. M. Springer, whose arrival from Fort 
Simpson on the 12th inst. was briefly men- 
tionec in our last issue, is one of the best 
posted men as to the mineral and other 
resources of the great Mackenzie river 
valley who ever visited that region. He 
has early acquainted himself with all the 
facts heretofore published, official and other- 
wise, about the country and during his stay 
in the north of more than a year he worked 
ind«fatigably to obtain information from 
every possible source. He made a 500 mile 
trip on foot through the three ranges of the 
Nahanni mouttains, going across the wild 
country never before traversed by white 
men, into the heart. of the vast region 
warked ‘‘ unex:lored ”, and which lies be- 
tween the Mackenzie river and the Rocky 
mountains. He discovered the sources of 
the North Nahanni river and developed the 
fact that this region is rich in valuable 
minerals, great forests, and teeming with 
wild game. Mr. Springer made sketches 
and maps, and his daily journal recounts 
many interesting facts and incidents, all of 
which he purposes to put before the readers 
of some leading American magezine. This, 
together with cther articles he has hereto- 
fore prepared, will be read in the States as 
well as within the Dominion with great in- 
terest, as it will constitute the first authen- 
tic description of a vast field which 
thousands are turning their attention to of 
late. Edmonton should appreciate the 
work done by this plucky representative of 
the Chicago Daily Inter-Ocean, as the town 
will be the first to profit by his discoveries. 
Mr. Springer expects to return to the north 
during the coming winter, accompanied by 
his wife and some gentlemen whom he is to 
associate with him in mining and trading.

LIARD RIVER ROUTE TO DAWSON. 


A. N. Pelly, of Wright and Pelly, who 
started out last fall to go up the Liard river, 
has returned from Dawson. Pelly, it will 
be remembered accompanied Lee, Gibney 
and seme others on an over-the snow tramp 
from Hell Gate to the eoast. Toa Free 
Press reporter he gave the following account 
ofjhis trip: 

‘-I wish to say that the length of my 
trip cannot be in any way taken as a just 
criterion of the time it should take to reach 
Dawson City over this route. Our party 
was in no particular hurry and we did not 
take any short cuts; had we done so we 
might have pushed through in six months. 
But Ido wish to say that I regard this 
as being at present quite impracticable and 
I would not recommend it to any person. 
We went by the Athabasca and Mackenzie 
rivers to Fort Simpson, where quite a num- 
ber of the party either turned back or left 
to proceed by way of the Porcupine river. 
From Fort Simpson we had the valuable 
assistance of two sons of Mr. Camsell, chief 
Hudson’s Bay factor in that country. We 
then went up the Liard river for 300 miles ; 
we were delayed for a week on this part of 
the journey, in waiting for the river to 
freeze. We passed several Hudson’s Bay 
posts on this journey and finally reached 
Dease river, where the two Camsells left us. 

** We went up the Francis river, across 
Francis lake, and then struck Finlayson 
river ; went up it until Finlayson lake was 
reached, which we crossed. From here on- 
ward the travelling became very bad and 
we experienced considerable difficulty in 
regard to making our supplies last until 
Fort Selkirk was reached. The dogs proved 
very hardy and for nearly two weeks they 
were forced to regale themselves on moccas- 
ins and the leatherthongs from snowshoes; 

in spite of this they did good work and 
were willing to the last. The most tooth- 
some delicacies they rezeived were portions 
of their fellow huskies, four of which we 
were compelled to kill for this purpose. 


“We passed through a chain of small 
lakes which emptied into a small stream, 
by means of which we at length gained the 
head waters of the Pelly, after which our 
journey was comparatively easy, as by this 
time the ice had left the river. We floated 
down the Pelly to Fort Selkirk, where it 
joins the Yukon river. Dawson City was 
reached on June 9, and but five of those 
who had left Edmonton with us were in at 
the finish. 

** While going down Hoole’s Canyon 
Alex. Gibney and George Ballam, both be- 
longing to another party, were thrown from 
their scow and drowned. Nothing could 
be done for them and the Indians with 
them barely escaped with their lives, The 
scow and nearly half a ton of provisions 
were lost and it was from here on that we 
| ran short of provisions. A man named 
| Kennedy, belonging to a party which we 

overtook, was frozen to death. The cold 
was not the worst difficulty to contend with 
by any means, and Kennedy's carelessness 
cost him his life, as he let his companions 
get too far ahead of him and could not 
call for assistance when he began to be 
overcome by numbness. Forty-five degrees 
below zero was the coldest temperature I

The first meeting on a public plat- 
form of the three candidates for the 
Edmonton district in the legislative 
assembiy, fook place on Thursday

night in Robertson Hall. 
Cowie was appointed to the chair, and 


the platform was occupied by the 
three aspirants for political honors, 


Messrs. M. McCauley, M. L. A., A. C. 
Rutherford and H. H. Robertson. 


Tt being Mr. Rutherford’s meeting 


he was the first to speak, and, on 
being introduced by the chairman, ex- 
plaine 1 that though living on the 


south side he was neither a north or a 


south side man. He thought that 
the two towns were sufficiently close 
to make their 
that they were practically one town 
with one common interest. During 
the past two years the progress of the 
district has been mcst marked and 
with the progress of the surrounding 
country, the towns had improved and 
the necessity of better representation 
in the local government had become 
more apparent. The jurisdiction of 
the Territories had been increased ; 
about a year ago the Territories were 
given responsible government and 
their jurisdiction now embraced near- 
ly every subject that the older pro 
vinces had .power over. The only 
power not given them, and which was 
enjoyed by older provinces, was the 
power of borrowing money. As to 
the forming of the government no 
better selection could have been made 
than that of Messrs. Haultain and 
Ross for the positions they occupied. 
The policy of the government as to 
schools and school teachers was worthy 
of our hearty endorsation. The 
rources from which the government 
draws its revenue are limited and the 
revenue is nut nearly large enough to 
develop the country. This year the 
revenue from unexpected sources, that 
is, licenses in the Yukon, was from 
$130,000 to $140,000, a much larger 
amount than the government could 
count on for the next few years. The 
speaker read statistics showing the 
revenue and expenditure of the Ter- 
ritorial government, and shewing that 
€17,385 had been expended on public 
works. The salarys of the two prin- 
cipal officials of the government were 
$1,500 and 1,000. Legislation, in- 
cluding the cost of consolidating the 
ordinances, had cost $7,800; ad- 
ministration ef law $9,230; hospitals 
and charities, $7,750. Additional 
sums were voted at the last session 
just closed, for some of these purposes. 


Regarding statute labor districts 
the policy pursued by the government 
a good one and the best one they 
could ad: pt under the circumstances. 
It is in the interest of trade centres 
that good roads should be built. It 
is not only in the interests of the 
town, but in the interests of the 
varicus settlements. The government 
has appointed overseers for statute 
labor districts and he would advocate 
that sums of money be placed in the 
hands of those overseers for the use of 
the various statute labor districts. 

Proceeding, the speaker criticised 
the government for not opening up 
a better road from Edmonton to 
Stony Plain and stated that, if elected, 
one of the improvements which he 
would agitate for would be the im- 
provement of the hills between the 
north and south towns. The settlers 
wanted a road from Edmonton to 
Beaver lake long ago. He had 
lately visited Beaver lake and had 
found great dissatisfaction and in 
many cases the people were going to 
Wetaskiwin to do their trading 
rather than come to Edmonton over 
the existing trails. It is in the 
interest of both towns that the people 
of Beaver lake should come here to do 
their trading rather than go to We- 
taskiwin. Now that Wetaskiwin has 
been made a_ separate district 
special efforts would no doubt be 
made to attract trade and settlers 
there. It should be the duty of the 
representative to get these roads open- 
ed up. Other parts of the district, 
Conjuring Creek for one, did not con- 
sider themselves fairly treated in the 
way of road appropriations. 

Increased representation and the 
electing of men who could intelligent- 
ly assist in the framing of the ordin- 
ances, would be a desirable innovation. 
In one instance, the consolidation of 
the ordinances, we were to have them 
ready by the end of last session but 
the judges who had charge of the 
work of consolidation found there 
were so many errors in the legislati 
passed that the work poate 
be delayed some time yet. 


There are several broad < esti 
to be considered at the next ae of 
the assembly. One of them will be 
the advisahility of having the Terri- 
tories formed into one province. 
The speaker did not consider that the 
day had yet come for this step. 

As to representation, we have not 
the right number of members ; in- 

creased representation is necessary. 
Although Northern Alberta hae one 


interests identical : 


additional member it is not yet suffi- 
cient for our population. 

The speaker then dealt with the re- 
distribution bill, claiming that it was 
a jerrymander, not a redistribution 
made on natural lines. As to form- 
ing of the Territories into different 
provinces, he thought it would be 
absurd to have more than one pro- 
vince. With two or three provinces 
the expense of government ‘would be 
much greater. He or spine 

the giving away of any parts 
odie hlectirwent Territories to other 
provinces. The Dominion govern- 
ment had taken over the Yukon and 
cut off a large revenue from the Ter- 
ritories. He thought the Territorial 
government were lax in not asking 
for compensation when this Territory 
was taken away. It would have been 
an excellent time to have asked for it. 
If other discoveries are made in the 
north in petroleum, gold, silver or any 
other ore, history will repeat itse?f 
and the Dominion government will 
endeavor to take the territory over 
and appoint administrators there. 

Mr. McCauley had represented the 
district for several years and his re- 
cord is before the people and open for 
criticism, as is the record and public 
life of every public man. He thought 
Mr. ‘McCauley was not heard often 
enough when matters of interest to his 
constituency came up. He had been 
able to find only two speeches made 
by him ; one was on the inspection of 
boilers and the other on the redistri- 
bution bill, in which Mr. McCauley 
was interested. 

Regarding the lands exempt from 
taxation he said it was thought that 
in 1892 the lands in the hands of the 
railway company would be liable to 
taxation, but there seems to be some 
doubt this. If appears as if they had 
20 years from the time of taking up 
the crown grant. This state of 
affairs had the effect of retarding, 
settlement, it also made it difficult to 
maintain schools and promote other 
financial matters. Million of acres 
were tied up in this way and he was 
anxious to have them taxed. 


After soliciting the support of the 
audience and assuring them that he 
would serve them faithfully if return- 
ed, he resumed his chair. 

Mr. McCauley, on being called 
upon, said he had listened with con- 
siderable pleasure and, he could say, 
profit to the fong address that had 
been given them. He thought it un- 
fortunate that Mr. Rutherford and he 
should be running for the same con- 
stituency, for Mr. Rutherford’s policies 
were his policies and he could agree 
with him in almost everything he said. 


As to the number of times he had 
spoken in the assembly, Mr. Ruther- 
ford was decidedly in error as there 
had never been a matter come up in 
any way concerning his constituency 
that he had not spoken on. Perhaps 
not in any lengthy speech, but he had 
stated his opinions and stuck to them 
and he could say that in almost every 
case he had gained his point, and 
another thing he could say, and he 
defied any man to prove the contrary, 
that he was always in his place when 
there was business to be done, either 
in committee of in the house. When 
there was anything to be said he said 
it, and he flattered himself that bis 
suggestions were as well received as 
Mr. Rutherford’s would be, for he 
had the respect and confidence of the 
ministers and members of the house. 
Through his instrumentality the num- 
ber of pupils necessary to form a high 
school had been reduced from 40 to 
30. In the past teachers attending 
normal school had been handicapped 
by the distance they resided from the 
place of examination, that is, those 
living far away had had a heavy rail- | 
way fare to pay while those nearer 
got off more easily. He (Mr. Me- 
Cauley) had said this was “unfair ” 
but the premier said it was “ unfor- 
tunate ” and could not be remedied, 
but he had stuck to it, and at last got 
a fee of $15 put on every candidate, 
which fee went into a transportation 
fund and put ali candidates on an 
equal footing. He merely stated this 
to show that though he was a sup- 
porter of Mr. Haultain, yet he did 
not hesitate to stick up for anything 
he considered as his right or the 
right of his constituents. 


As to expenditures: In Stony 
Plain Centre $883 had been expended 
in making roads. This amount was 
let in six different contracts. On the 
bese line, the line running straight 
west of Edmonton, the continuation 
of the main street of the town, $2,395 
had been expended. The items were 
for a bridge, $770, and for corduroy- 
ing &® swamp westof Edmonton and 
generally opening out the trail. It 
had been claimed that the opening 
of this road would be impossible on 
account of the expense, but neverthe- 
less the road is now opened and in 
going out the other day he had driven 
through with his horse and buggy. 
It had been his plan to spend money 
where the requirements of settlement 
demanded and it was on this account 
that the amount had been expended 
on the Stony Plain road. That settle- 
ment had last year marketed 200,000 
bushels of grain and it was entitled 
to good roads. About $600 was 
spent on the C. & E. trail ; 3300 was 
spent at Leduc; $250 on the Sandy 
lake trail; $150 in making a trail 
running into that trail and $1,260 
was spent on the trail east from here 
to Beaver lake. There will soon be a 
good road of only 36 miles frcm here 
to Beaver lake. Then again $540 
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was spent in the Edmonton district 
this year on roads and bridges (cut- 
side of the Slave lake frail,) and he 
thought the people would agree with 
him that it was spent irrespective of 


locality and with the sole purpose of 


putting it it would do the 

test good to the greatest num- 
ber, and he could say that. in ne 
other year was so large an amount 
spent for public works in this district. 

Tn the way of statute labor this dis- 
trict was rapidly coming to the front. 
Last season something like 50,000 
worth of work was done by statute 
labor. The policy of the department 
is that they will make the main 
trails and the statute labor districts 
will make the trails leading into those 
main trails. In former years engineers 
were paid to do this work, now local 
overseers were appointed by the people 
and these overseers were responsible 
to the department. Thus the money 
granted goes directly into the dis- 
trict. The work on Conjuring Creek, 
the road to Sandy lake and the other 
work done in the south was in charge 
of the overseers instead of paying 
engineers. This change of system was 
made on the suggestion of the speaker, 
and it is now pretty well adopted all 
over the district. 

Continuing the speaker said he 
thought he had been successful in 
showing that he had not been silent 
in the house or idle outside of it, and 
his speaking had been as effective as 
his friend Mr. Rutherford’s would 
have been. Though a supporter of 
the government he had never been 
afraid to stand up for the rights of his 
district even when there had been a 
difference of opinion about the matter 
in the house. In his two years ex- 
perience in the assembly he had 
learnt the routine work and when he 
wanted to know anything he knew 
where to goand find it; that was an

accused him (Mr. McCauley) of not 
having looked afver the town’s interests 
in the mattcr of the entertainment of 
the Minnesota editors. He had 
claimed that the government paid a 
share of the expenses in ihe other 


towns which the press delegation had | 
visited, Lut Edmonton had had to, 


stand the entire expense. As to this 
he could only say Mr. Rutherford was 
greatly in error. He had asked on 
the floor of the assembly that the 
estimates be increased to cover the 
expense of the visitors here. This 
could not be done and he had then 
asked to have the amount divided 
among the four towns interested and 
this was done and the town clerk had 
already forwarded his bill to the de- 
partment and would receive his cheque 
at once. 

In conclusion the speaker said he 
thought he had been able to answer all 
the charges brought against him and 
he thought he had succeeded in show- 
ing that he had been ever alive to the 
interests of his district. He would, 
therefore, ask them for their support 
for he thought he had a ciaim upon 
them. In any case they knew him, 
and “The devil you know is better 
than the devil you don’t know.” 
(laughter and applause). 

Mr. Robertson was the last speaker 
of the evening and his remarks were 
necessarily brief as the hour was 
drawing late. He defended his posi- 
tion as to the statement made at 
Stony Plain that, if elected, he would 
have a ferry put across the river at 
McKernan’s so the settlers could do 
their trading at South Edmonton. 
He acknowledged making the state- 
ment and stuck to it, as he considered 
it the right of the settlers. He criti- 
cised Mr. McCauley for expending 
money on the Beaver lake road as it 
was outside his jurisdiction and in 
the Victoria district. He thought 
the settlers of Sandy lake were un- 
fairly dealt with in the way of roads. 
He claimed that the redistribution of 
seats was a pre-arranged jerrymander 
and asserted that he knew the sender 
of a telegram which urged D. Maloney 
M. L. A. to cut off Lac la Biche and 
part of Stony Plain as they would go 
against him.

A GOOD OPINION. 

L, A. Paddock, one of the immigra- 
tion delegates who recently visited 
Alberta, writes as follows of the Ed- 
menton district to his home paper in 
Minneapolis : 

“Tt was here (Calgary) that we took 
the train for Edmonton which runs a 
little east of north for 192 miles. The 
first 68 miles is a fine grazing country 
with plenty of pure water for stock. 
After reaching Olds the dairys industry 
commences and the Canadian govern- 
ment has built creameries at different 
stations which gives the farmers an 
excellent market fur their cream. After 
passing Olds mixed farming com- 
mences at Bowden. We met H. F. 
Powell, an old Minnesota boy. who 
has been located there for the past six 
years, Innisfail is a fine prosperous 
village with a contented and happy 
people. The next town of importance 
is Red Deer where the train stopped 
for dinner. It has a fine hotel, a flour 
and saw mill and a creamery. It also 
is a very prosperous village. The next 
town is Lacombe where a great many 
Michigan people are settling, and all 
think that they have made a good 
choice. One of the best towns on the 
C. & E. railway is Wetaskiwin where 
there is a large Scandinavin settlement 
to the east, and a large German settle- 
ment to the west. Wetaskiwin surely 
has a great future and will do a large 
business as it is situated in the midst 
of a fine farming country. Leduc is 
the next town of importance. Ed- 
monton is located on the banks of the 
Saskatchewan river in the centre of a 

farming country. It has a popu- 
lation of about 5,000 and the business 
men are all doing a thriving business. 

While stopping at this place we 
secured teams and drove out into the 
country. We talked with many farm- 
ers ond they all assured us that they 
had never had a failure of crops and 
that wheat averaged from 35 to 55 
bushels per acre; oats from 70 to 100 
bushels ;-barley from 50 to 70 bushels; 
potatoes from 400 to 800 bushels. 
The soil is a black loam, from two to 
ieur feet deép with clay subsoil. The 
land close to the town is all taken, but 
homesteads can be had within 20 or 30 
miles of Edmonton and railroad lands 
can be had within six miles for $3 per

ly services here and at the south end 
of the lake. E. Dennis’ thresher 
has been at work here for about two 
weeks. The yiell of grain is dis- 
appointing i. most cases, Mr. 
Verct presented us with a sample of 
his onions lately. They measured 14 
inches in circumference, Some vf the 
largest he had would go about 15 or 
16 inches.

sultry, for all they care. Owing 
to the changes made in the constituen- 
cies, Mr, Fane bas retired from the 
coutest. The vote here will probably 
be divided, though Mr. McCauley 
seems to be the favorite. Election 
day will tell the tale, Oct. 11.

THROUGH THE YELLOWHEAD PASS. 

J. A. McEvoy of the geological de- 
partment, Ottawa; Wm. Spreadborough, 
botanist ; with two packers F. Jackson 
and Sam Derr, returned from a four 
months trip through the mountains by 
the Yellowhead pass, on Friday. Mr. 
McEvoy was sent by the geological de- 
partment and is not at liberty to speak 
of the purpose of the trip, but stated 
that it was successful. Mr. Spread. 
borough went in search of rare moun- 
tain plants and other peculiarities of in- 
terest to the naturalist. 

The route taken by the party was 
through the Yellowhead pass, down the 
Fraser to the Tete Jaune Cache and 
across the Canoe river. From Edmon- 
ton to the Cache is 20 days travelling, 
with good roads. The party spent some 
time in the mountains and on return- 
ing left the Jasper lake and crossed the 
mountains to the Brazeau river and 

_ thence to the MacLeod down which 
they came to the “leavings”. 

At the Cache they met a party of 
twelve mica miners who had come in 
from Kamloops, under the leadership 
of John F. Smith, of Louis Creek, 
who wes half owner of one ot the 
mines. They were taking out a pack 
train load of the mica to Kamloops. 
Two other prospectors named Spittal 
and Dow were met near the Grand 
Forks of the Fraser, on their way to 
Barkerville. They, too, were interest- 
ed in mica mines and had gonethrough 
from Edmonton to try to locate a sleigh 
road through the pass to the Athabasca 
ia order to bring their mica down by 
sleigh and boat to a shipping point at 
Edmonton. Ou the Brazeau two men, 
Elliott and Lamberton were 
met. They had gone in by Edmonton 
and intended wintering on the head 
waters of the Brazeau.
